"Farmers began to understand that 


the single-child system meant their 
ruin, hut the custom wns deeply root- 
ed and Ihc people were very conserva- 
tive. People who hod several children 
were nctually tlesplsed. 


"Another reason for the single-child 


system wns feminine vanity; women 
thought that by avoiding childbirth 
they would remain young nnd enjoy 
life Ttoi a longer time.

•or show preference as between candi- 
dates and parlies. 


The school with a good civic spirit 


will have its children discuss matters 
•of local and'general politics. 
It will 


have debates at which the side of each 
political party or of local candidates 
shall be presented, so that the pupils 
shall get an idea of what is at stake. 


Formerly it used to bo thought 


that people who had money were moro 
apt to bo cultivated and refined than 
others. 
Money Is «ble to buy ad- 


vantages in Iho way of education 
nnd experience nnd polish, and people 
with those advantages ought to ultow 
the beiH'lits thereof. 


During recent yeari, however, a 


large number of people have secured 
money without giving any impression 
of culture or education. The big do- 
paitment stores of the large cities 
arc a place where the manners of Ihe 
wealthy can 1« observed. It. is often 
remarked that great numbers of peo- 
ple who eccia to have nlfnty of money 
appear .to be lacking in refinement. 


Such people tuy flamboyant cloth- 


ing, seeming to think Hint lurid com- 
binations of colors nnd elaborate dec- 
orations will make the most beautiful 
display. Meanwhile at counters where 
less ornate goods lire offered, you find 
quiet and refined people buying stuff 
that is substantial and artistic, with- 
out being nearly ns expensive.

Formcjrly 
they were patronized by Wealthy peo- 
ple who had had money long enough 
so they had learned to spend It with 
taste' and good sense. But when tho 
profiteering limes came oh, tho nowly 
rich crowded into their stores am 
bought 'lavishly without much taste 
Also they sold a great deal to people 
who had suddenly acquired war time

for their own convenience. 
In April 


• of that year at contentions held by 


the railroads in Chicago and New 
York, the zone system, dividing the 
country into four zones, was put into 
effect, and in September and October 
•of that year most of the roads adopt- 
ed this system for their own con- 
venience. 
The various cities and 


towns in these zones adopted the 
system, though there was much op- 
position to it for a long time. 
Some 


where in each tone was the point of 
trne time, or snn tirae, hut east or 
west of that point standard time was 
either fast or slow, as compared with 
sun time- In the eastern tone, in 
which all N'ew England is located, the 
standard time for Boston is 17 min- 
-ates slow, for Newport 16 minutes 
slow. 
At Buffalo, which is on the 


•western border of the eastern zone, 
the sun is 16 minutes behind stand- 
ard time. If. Cleveland ar.d Detroit, 
•svhich, a few years ago. adopted the 
eastern zor.c ss their time, the stand- 
ard time is SO minutes ahead of the 
sun. It will bo readily seen, therefore, 
from 
the 
above 
statement, 
that 


Standard Tme, so called, to which 
some cities and many country towns 
cling with so much tenacity, has 
•nothing sscred about it, U is in no 
sense tie true time, especially in any 
part of New England,- and it is diffi- 
cult to see why any people cling to it 
•with so much tenacity. Daylight sav- 
ing tirae has proved a great blessing 
lo tr.xr.y communities, and we hope 
the time is rot far -distant when it 
•niil be made the universal law of the 
land. We only wish it could begin 
•with March and end with October, 
thss making the time seven months, 
ir^teid of five, as it is nt present. 


ings of. this kind in the past have 
failed for lack of these qualities.

(Providence Journal) 


At the International Congress of 


iugenics in New York, Dr. Henry 
"^airfield Osboni said: 


"Jn New England a century .has 


witnessed the passage of a many- 
child family to n one-child family. 
The purest New England, stock is not 
holding its own. The next sta^e is a 
no-child marriage and the extinction 
of the stock which laid the founda- 
tion of the republican institutions of 
this country." 


The decline of the old New England 


stock M a matter of common observa- 
tion. It is not merely n relative de- 
cline as compared with the growth of 
other elements in the population, but 
an absolute one. 


In countless New England towna 


many old names are dying out or have 
already disappeared. 


The. decadence or extinction of these 


names is in some instances, perhaps, 
more apparent than real.' Their pos- 
sessors have moved away from the old 
towns, settled elsewhere and raised 
families whose later representatives 
write fervent letters from their homes 
in the"Middle and Western states to 
local genealogists in the attempt to 
trace some long-Vanished ancestor 
whose ashes lie amid the briars of the 
valley or the brambles of the hill. To 
the old graveyards come pilgrims \vho 
secure photographs of the leaning 
stones nnd who sometimes establish 
funds for the upkeep of "port's acre." 


NevertlxJess' the ancient names- 


disappear and those bearers of these 
names who remain in New England 
are far from being as prolific ns the 
newcomers who have taken possession 
of so many of the historic houses and 
dignified farmsteads and have over- 
flowed so many districts in our manu- 
facturing communities. What is the 
matter? Dr. Osborn is right in worry- 
ing about it, and so is every man 
whose lineage goes back to the first 
European settlers in Puritan Land. 


In no place is the decadence of old 


New England names more apparent 
than it is in Newport. 
Very few of 


the families of 50 or 75 years ago 
have descendants living here at the 
piesent time. The tax books of today 
and those of that period of long ago 
show a wonderful change of names. 
But that condition is not peculiar to 
Newport alone. It will be found the 


; get more errors in forecasting that 
ino than In all the other forecasts I 
make. 
But these forecasts of the

It is the groat extremes that count 


They aro 
caused by. the severe storms which I 
correctly forecast nt least two times 
out of three. These severe storms"«on- 
trol the cold waves hot waves, exces- 
sive rains or snows, excessively damp 
nnd dry atmospheres, high winds, hot 
winds, tornadoes, hurricanes, etc. On 
these my forecasts ore good, better 
than guassing. But I am constantly 
working on this unimportant, com- 
mon temperature lino and I nm de- 
termined to get it in order to com- 
plete my forecast system1 nnd rob tho 
critics of the few crumbs they liko 
lo nick at. 
The extremes in the, weather fea- 


tures do not move eastward with the 
storms. While the latter arc moving 
eastward the former move westward. 
If the severe storms that move cast- 
wnid cause n cold wave in New York 
the next severe storms will probably 
cause a cold wave in Indiana, and the 
next a norther in Texas. That is a 
curious feature, but that is tho way 
it usually works. 
I expect the se- 


vere storms of first week in October 
to bring down n cold wave that will 
hit Western New York and Western 
Pennsylvania because the Pittsburg 
records of the past 100 years indicate 
as much nnd because 
the severe 


storms predicted for the week cen- 
tering on Sept. 9 pulled down a cold 
wave in the extreme middle north- 
west nnd the next cold wave should 
strike eastern sections and then the 
following cold waves ngnin progress 
westward. 


.When that cold wave, with tcm: 
peratnres only 20 above zero apponre,. 
in the middle northwest, the U. S. 
Weather Bureau predicted that the 
warm weather for this season had 
ended. I havOiall tho time predicted 
that no mnteial permanent cnnnge in 
the weather features would occur till 
after October 16.

"' The battle of Point Pleasant on 
September 10, 1774, was the llrst "all- 
American" Iwllle ever fought ou-tbls 
continent, Europeans bad tnkeji part

French and Indians njfilusj British 
and Americans. Unt when Andy Txiwls 
and his borderers balled with Chief 
Oornjtnlk nnd his Shawne.cs, It was 
strictly n unlive aft'nlr.

Lewis'was born In Ireland, but ho 


hail co;ne to this country while still 
a child, and ho wns no less an Anier- 
.tcini than the frontiersmen he led. Ho 
fought with Oeorga Washington lu the 
French and Indian wnr and he became 
one of the greatest leaders of the co- 
lonial troops. 
He was six feet two 


Inches tftll and powerful. 


Lewis wns choien by Lord Dnnmora 


In 1774 to lend n picked hotly of men 
against the Shnwnaes while Diihmori) 
attacked them from another direction.

The Shawiiees attacked Lewis' army
